steel hardened, thoroughly t«»ted, aud posi- 
tively drill proof. 
This stetl aud iron 


partition is two and a half inches thick m 
the thinnest parts, aud three inches thick m 
other parts, Tho joints aro all lapped, and 
so arranged that there is no direct opening 
between them into the whole vault. 
The 


work is put together with conical bolts of 
welded ateel and iron, steel head rivets and 
screws, none of which go directly through, 
to present a soft spot. 


There are two door.-i, the outer one a nre 


and burglar proof, the entire thii'-kuess of 
which is six inches. 
Tho inner door, 


also burglar proof, is three inches thick. 
They aro stepped on all their edges, and in 
addition there is a double groove all around 
them wich is packed with rubber and press- 
ed into, a corresponding tongue nnd groove 
in tho vault or vestibule, with the patent 
cam hin.'e. thereby reuderiug tho doors 
proof against wedges, and all known ex- 
plosive compounds. 


There are three first-class bank locks on 


each door which cost $i?tOGii. They are the 
Isham's (key register) and Millas, Yalea and 
Pillard'a combination. 
They are BO arrang- 


ed that in case either of them should fail 
to unlock on account of au accident or from 
any cause, the- others can ha operated to 
open the door; so that being locked out is 
practically an impossibility. 


Insido the vault are placed small safes, 


for the use of the public. They are of iron 
aud eighteen inches deep, arranged in tiers 
along the walls, and numbered. 


Each safe has a lock and the key is held 


by the center. 
All the locks are made dif- i 


ferent to prevent the passing of keys. 
In 


addition to this each safe will be locked by 
an improved and secure escutcheon lock, ftnd 
the key held by the oitieer in charge, who 
will be present to enable each depositor to 
open his safe. 
Tin boxes are provided to 


be placed inside the iron safes, which can 
be taken out of the desks and their contents 
arranged. The vault will hold about four 
thousand safes when filled. 


An open safe, two feet in width, is left 


between the vault and the wall of the bulk 
ing, secured at the corners by iron gratings 
The watchman is thus enabled to pass urouu 
the vault and examine it on all sides. 


Outside the vault the floor is laid in marbl 


in every part.
